I corvesponded with hum witer our separa-

abrupt scoiences, always ending with *“‘my
love to the Roses,” As time weut on I had
more subjects of futerest to dilate uoon, His
rephcs bad o grear churm for me; and, wlhen
my mother dwed, Lig was the one letter that
bioke the dull apathy of grietf wto which 1
had tullen, and taught me o healthier sorro w,

“You are i1, bezald m his lasg letter; *1
believe I can cure you. Leave London to-
RIOITOW, and, mccwienls npart, bo with we on
Thursday." _

1 obeyed; and thus, after an interval of just

I tound my excellent triend tutter than 1 could
have unagined., Fricuds o oflen omit o meos
